A TRAINMAN'S BISKS 


FIGURES WHICH GO TO SHOW THAT 


THEY ARE OVERESTIMATED. 


Brakemen, nnd the Old Hands Among 


Them, Are Ottenest Victims—Bat the 
Statistics Quoted May Be Exceptional. 
Benefits From Safety Appliance* 
It has been estimated, and, in fact, 


railroad men frequently make the re- 
mark, that the average life of a man 
actively engaged in train service is 
about seven years. In other •words, that 
they aro either crippled Tip EO as to ran- 
der them unfit for service again in a 
like capacity or are killed on an aver- 
age in that time. It has been found by 
looking over the records of one of the 
leading railroads entering Louisville 
that this is untrue. During three years, 
011 one of the busiest roads entering the 
city, there were only 2 killed and 158 
injured, all of -whom were brakemen 
except two, and they were freight o/>n- 
ductors who hart assumed the duty of 
brakemen, one by making a coupling 
and the other by assisting in unloading 
freight. 
It would seem that inexperienced men 


would be most apt to get injured, but 
the figures show differently, as indicat 
ed by the following: Eleven, or 9.56 per 
cent of the total uumber of trainmen, 
were injured during their first year of 
service; 18, or 12.16 percent, were in 
jnred who had been in the service two 
years; 15, or 11.11 percent, had been 
in the service three years; 22, or 10.85 
per cent, four years; 26, or 20 per cent, 
five years; 27, or 21.77 per cent, six 
years; 13, or 9.63 per cent, seven years 
5, or 8.90 per cent, eight years; 3, or 
3.47 
percent, nine years; 5, or 4.16 per 


cent, ten years, and 12, or 8.89 pe 
cent, over ten years, some of whom had 
been in the service 15, 18 and 32 years. 


It will bo noted that the largest aver- 


age of injuries occurred after the em- 
ployee had been in service sis years, j 
and the figures given wonld indicate 
that empluyees as a general rule are 
careful tip to the time when they have 
been in the service three to four years 
and then become more careless until 
about their eighth year of service, when 
the indications show that they again 
become careful, as those who had work- 
ed over ten years have a very small 
comparative per cent of injuries com- 
pared with those who had worked six 
years. With the completion of the equip- 
ment of all box cars with automatic 
couplers, airbrakes, etc., the liability 
of a trainman being injured will have 
been reduced to a minimum, as the rec- 
ord goes to show that at least two-thirds 
of the injuries were caused by attempt- 
ing to couple automatic drawbars with 
a link and pin to tno oia fashioner! 
solid or skeleton drawbar, which is 
very dangerous oven to the most expe- 
rienced railroad mau. 
Other causes 


were on account of uneven drawbars, 
some being as much as three inches 
higher than others. All thiswill boreo- 
tified with the law which requires all 
drawbars to bfi of a standard height. A 
great many trainmen were injured by 
stepping upon stones or links in jump- 
iri" off to throw switches, etc., quite a 
number by being thrown off on account 
of tho icy condition of the tops of the 
cars. 
. . 
There was QUO case where a braue- 


man was standing near the end of a cat 
when aaother cut of cars struck it, and 
ho was thrown from the top of tho car 
to the ground, alighting squarely upon 
his feet and "stoving him up" severe- 
ly as will bo readily understood. A 
few were compelled to jump from the 
top of cars in cases of derailment. Oth- 
ers had their feet mashed by attempt- 
ing to shove an antonatio drawbar over 
a few inches to enable it to come more 
squarely in contact with the automatic 
coupler. This is one of the serious oh 
•motions to the automatic drawbar—that 
it will not couple readily on a curve, 
and it is necessary for tho trainmen 
either to pull one of the drawbars over 
or shove it over with their feet. 


Quo of tho most general causes o 


pinched fingers was on account of tho 
pin failing to drop all the way down 
into tho hole when coupling with a 
link and pin. The brakemen invariably 
reach over to give the pin a start so H 
will drop into the hole, when the cars 
frequently roll one way or the other 
inst a few inches nnd catch the pin just 
before it gets all the way down, causing 
it to tilt back and catoh the fingers be- 
tween pin and end sill of the car. 


A few were injured by holding the 


crab iron on the end of the car—recently 
added to all freight cars by an act of

The 
asylum, or poor and. work house, was 
located then on the square bounded by 
M, N, Sixth and Seventh streets north- 
west, and in the early days those placed 
iu the gang were so small in number no 
to attract no attention. I do not think 
that any attempt to place tbe offenders 
in the black and white stripes was made 
till long after the asylum was moved 
to the banks of the Anacostia, about 
1846."—Washington Star.

RIENCE WITH WOLVES. 


i Lost In a Wilderness, He Had to Abandon 


Hl» Hono and F«r Forty-eight Hoars 
Carried on a Contest With HJs Ule a* 
the Stake. 


The following is a true wolf story 


written from data furnished by Dr. 
Thornton'of Lewisburg, Pa., whose fa- 
'ther f gnrea as the hero: 


"About the year 1845 wolves were 


abundant in Tomhickou valley, between 
Catawissa and Hazleton. 
V?hen the 


O jawissa railroad, a yart of tbe Phil- 
adelphia and Reading, was being built, 
Dr. Thomas A. H, Thornton, a practic- 
ing physician, one cold autnrnn night 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about 30 miles from bis home. At that 
time there were no regular roads as we 
now have. In their place the traveler 
used narrow paths or trails. Dr. Thorn- 
ton in his anxiety to reach the bedside 
of the sufferer attempted to make a 
short cut. He lost his way and for a 
week wandered through the wilderness 
and, having no gun, was obliged to 
subsist on roots and herbs. The doctor 
was on horseback and after wandering 
aimlessly about tho pathless forests for 
four or five days got into a large swamp, 
where the horse stepped into a quag 
mire, from which his owner was unable 
to extricate him, and tbe animal bad 
to be abandoned, imbedded as bo was 
almost to his belly in the soft and boggy 
bed. 
The doctor removed the saddle 


bags containing his supply of medicine, 
etc., threw them over bis shoulders anc 
started off. 


"Several hours after the doctor got 


out of tbe swamp where he bad aban- 
doned hia hiSrsa he was horrified to see 
that be was being followed by a bane 
of five or sis wolves. At first they kept 
at a respectful distance when stones 
were thrown at them, but finally, as il 
they appreciated the helpless condition 
of their intended victim, and as dark- 
ness camo on, the hungry, bloodthirsty 
band became bolder and bolder. They 
circled around the terrified and jadec 
man and, closing in, started to attack 
him on all sides 
One moro vicious anc 


impulsive than the others made a spring 
ot the doctor's throat, but a well direct- 
ed blow from a club temporarily dis- 
ibled the animal and caused his raven- 
ms companions to discontinue at thai 
time their premeditated and combined 
attack. 


"Thedoctor, by this thrilling episode 


nud the frightened condition of the 
wolves, succeeded in going perhaps 
mile unmolested when, to his greai 
horror, he found the whole pack, led by 
the vicious brute he believed he bac 
maimed with bis dab, hot on his trail. 
The stunning blow administered to the 
leader of the howling band seemed to 
have only intensified the brute's cour- 
age and t-hirst for blood. Tho man, 
weakened by long exposure and loss o: 
food, realized thathe would soon be torn 
to pieces if be did not adopt some new 
means of defense. 


"Fortunately, as the animals began 


closing around him for another on 
slaugbt, he reached a high rook and 
mounted on its top, where a giant tree 
served to protect him from falling back- 
ward. He reached this eminence in time 
to provide himself with some stones anc 
two or three good clubs before bis pur 
suers started to attack him. He stooc 
back to tbe tree, and as the animals at 
tempted to come up he drove them back 
with his primitive weapons 
A large 


stone hurled with great force and ac 
curacy broko the head of one of the as 
sailancs, and this gave the doctor t 
breathing spell. 


"Tho man, however, realized that he 


must soon quit his refuge, and, remem 
benng that be bad in his saddlebags a 
large bottle full of ammonia, he deter- 
mined to employ it as a final resort tc 
save his life. He quickly removed one 
of his green baize leggings, tied it se- 
curely to a stick, and after saturating 
the legging with ammonia he boldly 
started clown the rocky promontory to- 
ward tho wolves. The cunning animals, 
apparently aware that he could ba more 
easily overpowered on level ground, 
separated, slunk off and permitted him 
to proceed several hundred yards before 
they renewed the pursuit. They did not, 
however, allow much time to elapse be 
fore they took tho trail of tho uiau who 
had thus far so successfully baffled theii 
powers. 


"The doctor stoo-1 still and waited 


ontil one of tho bmtes rushed within 
on arm's length, when ho struck him 
in the face with the cloth satnrated 
with ammonia. This reception was a 
most novel and unique one for tho wolf, 
who ran off howling with pain. Two 
more of the band were slapped across 
the months with tho saturated baizo, 
and they also left. After this experience 
the wolves followed the doctor till day- 
light nest morning, when they gave tip 
tho chase, which they had continued for 
48 hours and which unquestionably 
would have resulted in a most horrible 
death if it had not been for the contents 
of the ammonia bottle. 


"Dr. Thornton succeeded in finding a 


shanty occupied by the men construct- 
ing the Catawissa railroad, where he 
was carefully cared for, and in the 
course of four or five days was taken to 
his home, where he was ill for fully a 
month."—Philadelphia Record.
